It is good for bee 
stings, pimples, mosquito bites or 
small skin injuries. A cake of 
hard water soap is always safe 
to take along, and you must have 
a good eye wash or a big bottle 
of boric acid solution and use 
them daily. Get a pair of tinted 
glasses, too, to protect your eyes 
from the wind and sun.

If this 
rash is sensitive to some sub- 
stance, your doctor should try 
tu find out what it is so you 
can avoid it in the future. If 
the rash is a skin disease, then 
a caimine lotion or some simple 


cintment may be necessary to 
c-ear it up.
